“MILITARY ANECDOTE. 


TOW ARDS the clofe of the laft century, when 
jarefchal Catinat invaded Piedmont, it was of 
the higheft importance to the prefent king, then 
duke, to march in time for putting Turin in a 
jeter polture of defence.—To this end he dif- 

hed the count de Santena, then a major, and 
ve general, with a few handred men, to Avig- 
iano, an old caftle about three German miles 
from Turin, which commands the road and val- 
i of Soufa’ “As the French army, which con- 
ed of thirty thoufand men, was for pafling by 

Santena, he fired at them. with what little ar- 
iillery he had,—Catinat, was no lefs furprifed 


lan provoked at this infalt, fent to the caftle, |. 


threatened to hang up the éGmmanding officer ; 
who returned him for a » he fhould never 
have hin alive, and that till the urtillery fhould 
be brought before the caftle, no furrender was to 
be expected, —Catinat, now ftill e incenfed, 
ordered a battery to be erected fummoned 
the caftle a fecond time. Santena, anfwered that 
abreach mutt firft be made, which being begun he 
ofered to capitulate. Catinat fent = idebebene 
into the caftle to fettle the articles of capitula- 
tin ; but as a preliminary condition, demanded 
that the foldiers fhould be made prifoners of war, 
ad the officers hanged. Upon this Santena 
took the lieutenant into his chamber, fhut the 
door, and conducted him between two barrels of 
powder, with two lighted matches lying by. 
‘aatena taking one of the lighted matches, got 
upon one of the powder barrels, and defired the 
utenant to follow his ; adding, that 
face he muft die, many more of the French fhould 
tke a {pring into the air, before all the pied- 
montefe in the caftle fhould lofe their lives. The 
lieutcnant fo little relithed this compliment, that 
heberced of Santena to lay afidefacha rate 
ign, promifing to do all that lay in his 
power for obtainins an honourable capitulation 
the garrifon. Upon this aflurance the com- 
Mandant cifmifled the lieutenant, who having 
made his report to Catinat, the marefchal faid,

that he diz indeed deferve to be hanged ; but 


to thew him that he could efteem courage and bra- 
very in an enemy, he fhould dine with him that 
day.” At table fonie French officers upbraided 
Santena on account of the duke of Savoy’s form- 
ing aleague with heretics again’ the molt chrif- 
tian king —Santena remained filent for fome time, 
till at laft he afked the marefchal whether he 
would allow him freedom of {peech? Catinat con- 
fenting ; he replied, ‘That his matter had indeed, 
for felt-defence, taken arms againft the. king of 
France, and had entered into an alliance with he- 
retics, fuchas the Englith and Dutch; nay farther, 
that his mafter was for doing fomething worfe, aid 
had fent to Conftantinople, te negociate a league 
with the Turks; but his Moft Chriftian Majef- 
ty had unluckily been before hand with him 
there. Catinat laughed at the officers who 
had forced this keen repartee from Santena, 
faying, this might teach them never to intult 
brave men undcr misfortunes.
